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Pentagon shooter 
had a history 
of mental illness

HOLLISTER, Calif. - The 
man who opened fire in front 
of the Pentagon had a history 
of mental illness and had 
become so erratic that his 
parents reached out to local 
authorities weeks ago with a 
warning that he was unstable 
and might have a gun, 
authorities said Friday. 

It’s still unclear why John 
Patrick Bedell opened fire 
Thursday at the Pentagon 
entrance, wounding two 
police officers before he was 
fatally shot. The two officers 
were hospitalized briefly with 
minor injuries. 

Bedell was diagnosed as 
bipolar, or manic depressive, 
and had been in and out of 
treatment programs for years. 



His psychiatrist, J. Michael 
Nelson, said Bedell tried to 
self-medicate with marijuana, 
inadvertently making his 
symptoms more pronounced. 
“Without the stabilizing 
medication, the symptoms 
of his disinhibition, agitation 
and fearfullness complicated 
the lack of treatment,” Nelson 
said.

Strong aftershocks hit 
quake-stunned Chile

CONCEPCION, Chile (AP) — The most powerful aftershock 
in six days sent terrified Chileans fleeing into quake-shattered 
streets and forced doctors to evacuate some patients from a 
maj or hospital on Friday as the nation struggled to comprehend 
the scope of the disaster that hit it.

His parents reported him 
missing Jan. 4, a day after a 
Texas Highway Patrol officer 
stopped him for speeding in 
Texarkana. Bedell told the 
highway patrolman he was 
heading to the East Coast, 
and began acting strangely — 
sitting on his knees by the side 
of the highway and turning off 
his cell phone when it would 


ring. 

Bedell said it was his mother 
calling, prompting the 
patrolman to answer the phone 
and talk briefly with her. 
Family friend Reb Monaco 
said Kaye Bedell asked the 
officer to take him to a mental 
health facility, but that the son 
refused. 

The patrolman let Bedell go 


after issuing a speeding ticket 
and a citation for possession of 
drug paraphernalia, including 
a pipe and a green plastic box 
with marijuana residue. 

The next day, Kaye told 
deputies in California that her 
son had no reason to travel 
to the East Coast because he 
had no friends or family there 
and she and her husband were 
worried about his mental state, 
San Benito County Sheriff 
Curtis Hill said. 

Hill also said Bedell’s parents 
found an e-mail from their son 
that indicated he had made a 
$600 purchase from a shooting 
range in the Sacramento area 
that could have been a gun or 
ammunition. 

The 36-year-old Bedell 
returned to his parent’s home 
Jan. 18, telling them “not 
to ask any questions” about 
where he had been. But he 
left after that, and his parents 
didn’t know where he went. 
Little is known about his trip 
east, but authorities know he 
spent time in Reno, where 
Washoe County Sheriff Mike 
Haley said he was arrested 


on Feb. 1 with two ounces of 
marijuana in his car but no 
weapons. The Bedell family 
put out a statement Friday 
saying they were “devastated 
as a family by the news.” 

“We may never know why he 
made this terrible decision,” 
the statement said. “One thing 
is clear though — his actions 
were caused by an illness and 
not a defective character.” 
Investigators were trying to 
unravel a bizarre series of 
Intemetpostings that suggested 
Bedell was fascinated with 
conspiracy theories, computer 
programming, libertarian 
economics and the science 
of warfare. Curiously, Bedell 
also proposed in 2004 that 
the Pentagon fund his own 
research on smart weapons. 
The 28-page proposal 

outlined his idea for DNA 
nanotechnology research that 
might “provide significant 

new capabilities for the 

Department of Defense and 
the individual warfighter.” 
That document is the first 
tangible link to surface 

connecting Bedell and the 


Pentagon. 

On the day of the attack, 
Bedell left his green, 12-year- 
old Toyota in a nearby mall 
parking garage. 

The six-foot tall, blue-eyed 
software devotee approached 
the Pentagon entrance 
Thursday evening wearing a 
jacket, dress shirt and pants, 
seeming like any other end- 
of-the-day commuter. 

Bedell, the officials say, 
opened fire with a 9 mm 
handgun just five feet from 
the nearest officer, Marvin 
Carraway. Fellow officer 
Jeffrey Amos ran out of 
a nearby guard booth to 
confront Bedell, as did a third, 
unidentified officer. All three 
officers gave chase and fired 
at Bedell, who was struck in 
the head and left arm. 

Witness Dan Namisi said he 
had just emerged from the 
Metro station, headed for a 
bus home, when he heard a 
“pop.” The Uganda native hit 
the ground, and the next thing 
he knew, officers swarmed 
over him and put handcuffs on 
him.

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Airport body scanners spreading across U.S.

BOSTON (AP) — The 
Transportation Security 

Administration on Friday 
announced nine more U.S. 
airports that will receive 
body-scanning technology, as 
the U.S. heightens its effort 
to detect hidden explosives 
and contraband amid a threat 
highlighted by an attempted 
airplane bombing on Christmas 
Day. 

TSA security director Lee 
Kair said units will be fielded 
in the coming months at Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida; San Jose, 
California; Columbus, Ohio; 
San Diego; Charlotte, North 
Carolina; Cincinnati; Los 
Angeles; Oakland, California; 
and Kansas City. 

They will join three machines 
going online Monday at 
Boston’s Logan International 
Airport, and one being 
deployed next week at O’Hare 
International Airport in 
Chicago. 

All are among 150 machines 
bought with money from 
the federal stimulus package 
signed by President Barack 
Obama last year. They join 40 
machines already in use at 19 
airports nationwide. 

Both the new and existing 
machines will also now be in a 
primary position, meaning they 
will be the default screening 
equipment passengers face 
at a checkpoint. The existing 
machines have been in a 
secondary position, being used 
only when a passenger failed a 
metal screening or posed some 
other risk factor. 

Passengers retain the right to 
opt out of a body scanning for 
a more intense but traditional 
screening. The Associated 
Press timed a body scanning 
at 25 seconds, and Kair said he 
did not expect them to take any 
longer than a passenger would 
have to otherwise wait for the 
X-ray of carry-on bags. 
Deployment of the machines 
was announced in the fall, 
before Nigerian Umar Farouk 
Abdulmutallab allegedly tried 
to blow up a Detroit-bound 
airliner on Christmas Day 
with explosives concealed in 
his underwear. Even so, that 
event highlighted the need for 
additional security in the U.S. 
aviation system. 

Other countries have 


also signed on to use the 
technology, including Nigeria 
and the Netherlands, where 
Abdulmutallab started his 
flight and then connected 
to the U.S.Civil libertarians 
have complained that the 
new machines can violate 
a passenger’s privacy. The 
American Civil Liberties Union 
has denounced the screening as 
a “virtual strip search.” 

One Logan passenger didn’t 
share the concerns. 

“There’s always going to 
be issues. As long as they 
maintain proper control over 
the situation, I have no problem 
with it,” said Michelle Carrier, 
32, who was flying to Houston. 
“Freedom’s important, but this 
is one of the prices you pay for 
safety.” 

The image from a machine 
displayed for reporters on 
Friday showed the blurry 
outline of a female volunteer. 
None of her clothing was 
visible, nor were her genitals, 
but the broad contours of her 
chest and buttocks were. Her 
face also was blurred. 

The image included the shadow 
of a cell phone purposely 
left on her belt, as well as the 
metal buttons on her pants. 
But overall, it looked like the 
outline of a ghost. Samples are 
on display on the TSA’s Web 
site. 

TSA officials said that the units 
won’t be able to print or store 
images, and that the officer 
viewing them will have no 
contact with passengers. The 
passenger will remain at the 
checkpoint until the officer in 
the viewing room radios an all- 
clear to another officer standing 
with the passenger. 

Passengers who accept a scan 
— and pass — will not have to 
walk through a metal detector 
or other security equipment. 
Those who decline will have to 
walk through a metal detector 
and also submit to a patdown. 
Kair said he was confident 
terrorists couldn’t concentrate 
on beating the patdown because 
of other layers in the security 
system, including expanded 
use of explosive trace detection 
equipment and behavioral 
analysis. 

“When you go through all the 
layers of security, they have a 
multiplying effect,” he said. 


The Obama administration 
announced in February 2009 
that it would provide $ 1 billion 
for airport screening as part of 
its $787 billion federal stimulus 
package. 

In May, the administration 
detailed how that money 
would be spent — including 
$25 million for the new 
scanners. Between May and 
September, the department 
asked contractors to provide 
proposals for building the 
scanners. Competing models 
were tested over the summer. 
The department awarded 
the contract to California- 
based Rapiscan at the end of 
September.

Attorney General Eric 
Holder’s original plan to try 
them in a civilian court in New 
York City met with criticism 
so fierce that it threatened to 
derail Obama’s promise to 
shut the U.S. military’s Cuban 
prison. 

As difficult as the politics are 
concerning how and where to 
try the most notorious terror 
suspect in U.S. custody, that’s 
only one step toward the even 
more fraught and complicated 
goal of closing Guantanamo 
where Mohammed and nearly 
200 other terror detainees 
remain. 

Closing Guantanamo was a 
signature promise of Obama’s 
presidency, and it is still unkept 
well past his original deadline 
of January. Failing to keep it 
would have huge implications 
for the president, both with 


his base of supporters in the 
Democratic Party and in his 
efforts to remake America’s 
image around the globe. 
Holder decided in November 
to transfer Mohammed and 
four other accused Sept. 11 
terrorists from Guantanamo 
to New York City for civilian 
trials. City officials initially 
embraced the idea. 

But they later reversed 
themselves, citing the 
enormous costs, security and 
logistics of hosting a Sept. 
11 trial — making things 
awkward for the Obama 
administration. And then the 
attempted Christmas Day 
airline bombing altered the 
political dynamic further, as 
Republicans focused anew on 
Obama’s terrorism policies in 
general, including the trials. 
The drumbeat of policy 
criticism, combined with the 
increasingly loud outcry from 
New York, made it nearly 
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impossible for the White 
House to hold on to Holder’s 
decision without review. 
That review is not finished, 
so no new recommendation 
is yet before the president. 
A decision is not expected 
for weeks, said a senior 
administration official, 

speaking on condition of 
anonymity because he wasn’t 
authorized to discuss private 
deliberations. 

But the recommendation 
almost certainly will be for a 
switch to a military process 
for the five accused men, said 
administration officials. 

The reason for the probable 
reversal is simple: The more 
the trial controversy spun out 
of control, the harder it was 
becoming to make progress 
on other, already difficult 
issues crucial to closing 
Guantanamo, such as securing 
funding from Congress for 
the closure, arranging a 
replacement facility in the 
United States and planning 
other trials. 

White House officials now see 
the Mohammed trial decision 
as the key to unlocking those 
logjams. 

Republicans in Congress, 
including Rep. Peter King 
and Sen. Lindsey Graham, 
have proposed a ban on trying 
terrorism defendants in any 
American community. 

The administration believes 
a civilian trial is doable, even 
preferable, as a demonstration 
of U.S. commitment to rule of 
law. Officials have cited the 
numerous terrorism trials held 
previously in U.S. criminal 
courts. They also argue that 
decisions on how to prosecute 
defendants are not for 
lawmakers to make. 

But the White House also 
wants to move on. 

As the Obama administration 
has been forced to defend its 
terrorism policies, the White 
House has taken control of 
the decision-making process 
on major terror trials and 
in negotiations with key 
lawmakers, all with greatly 
reduced input from the Justice 
Department. 
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6 people killed In bus 
crash south of Phoenix

SACATON, Ariz. - Six people 
were ejected from a bus and 
killed Friday when the vehicle 
hit a pickup and rolled over on 
the interstate south of Phoenix, 
state police said. 


median, then overcorrected and 
rolled once before landing on its 
wheels. 

The accident scene quickly 
became a mass of police and 
rescue personnel as ambulances 
arrived and medics set up a triage 
area in the middle of the normally 
busy interstate, preparing the 


injured for transport. 

Medical helicopters landed on 
the freeway to airlift the most 
critically injured to area hospitals. 
The bus originated in central 
Mexico near Durango, Graves 
said. It entered the United States 
at El Paso, Texas, and was 
traveling westbound on I-10.

The six were thrown about 10 
yards in the accident about 5:30 
a.m. on the Gila River Indian 
Reservation near the community 
of Sacaton, according to the 
Arizona Department of Public 
Safety. Their bodies were covered 
with blue tarps midmorning 
Friday, and police said there may 
be another victim under the bus. 
The roof of the bus was crushed 
and all the windows were 
knocked out, with one thrown as 
far as 25 yards. 

DPS spokesman Bart Graves 
said two men and four women, 
all aboard the bus, were killed. 
The bus, traveling from central 
Mexico to Los Angeles, was 
carrying at least 22 passengers, 
and the surviving 16 passengers 
were all injured. Police said 
the rollover triggered a second 
accident when another pickup 
slowed and was hit by a sedan. 
One person from the sedan was 
taken to a hospital. 

Eight of the injured were taken 
to Maricopa Medical Center 
in Phoenix, where six were 
in critical condition with life- 
threatening injuries ranging from 
broken spines and pelvises to 
head injuries, hospital spokesman 
Michael Murphy said. 

He said an 11-year-old boy and 
the bus driver were among the 
patients at the hospital, and 
that the two were in guarded 
condition with non-life- 
threatening injuries. 

Four patients, two in critical 
condition and two in good 
condition, were taken to 
Scottsdale Healthcare Osborn 
hospital. Three patients, one 
in critical condition and two in 
good condition, were taken to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital and Medical 
Center in Phoenix. Two others 
were at Banner Good Samaritan 
Medical Center in Phoenix, but 
the hospital did not release their 
conditions. 

Early reports said the bus hit a 
semi, but Graves said later a semi 
was not involved in the crash. 
Police said the bus hit the 
pickup, veered into the central 
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Brown blames U.S. over Iraq reconstruction errors

LONDON (AP) — British 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
insisted Friday the decision 
to invade Iraq was justified, 
but told a major inquiry into 
the war that the United States 


dismissed warnings of chaos 
and violence once Saddam 
Hussein was toppled. 

In four hours of evidence to 
Britain’s inquiry on Iraq, a 
somber Brown repeatedly 
expressed regret over the lost 
lives of soldiers and civilians, 


and acknowledged mistakes 
were made by leaders in 
Washington and London. 
Brown, who served as 
Treasury chief from 1997 to 
2007 and approved military 
spending, dismissed claims he 
had choked Britain’s defense 
budgets or allowed soldiers 
to go to war without adequate 
equipment. 

Defending his role in the 
conflict, but cautious not to 
inflame tensions over the 
unpopular war ahead of a 
looming national election 
campaign, Brown said joining 
the 2003 U.S.-led invasion 
was a tough call. 

“We have got to recognize 
that war may be necessary, but 
it is also tragic in the effect it 
has on people’s lives,” said 
Brown, who voted — like a 
majority of British lawmakers 

— to approve Britain’s role in 
the war. 

“These were difficult 
decisions ... ,” Brown said. 
“I believe they were the 
right decisions for the right 
reasons.” 

But he was critical of U.S. 
planning, saying American 
officials failed to heed 
warnings about the need for 
clarity on how to protect and 
govern Iraq in the aftermath 
of the invasion. 

“It was one of my regrets 
that I wasn’t able to be more 
successful in pushing the 
Americans on this issue 

— that the planning for 


reconstruction was essential, 
just the same as planning 
for the war,” Brown said. 
He said he’d drafted a paper 
listing British reconstruction 
plans and sent it to the U.S. 
government in early March 
2003. 

The inquiry is Britain’s 
third and widest-ranging 
examination of the conflict, 
which triggered huge protests 
and left 179 British troops 
dead before the country’s 
forces withdrew from Iraq 
last year. The inquiry won’t 
apportion blame or establish 
liability, but will offer 
recommendations later this 
year on how to prevent errors 
in the future. 

Brown initially appeared 
nervous as he began his 
testimony — toying with his 
suit jacket and a leather file 
containing a thick sheaf of 
notes — but soon relaxed, 
even smiling to members of 
the audience as he left for a 
lunch break. 

“How are you finding it?” 
Brown asked onlookers as 
the hearing broke for a recess, 
though his question was met 
with silence. 

Brown’s evidence followed 
testimony in January by 
former Prime Minister Tony 
Blair, who led the country to 
war. 

Unlike Blair, who defiantly 
stood by the invasion and 
argued Saddam was a threat 
to the entire world, Brown 


said he believed the war was 
justified because Baghdad 
had breached international 
rules in failing to abide by 
U.N. resolutions. 

He insisted Iraq had posed the 
first serious test to the post- 
Cold War world, claiming 
any failure to depose the 
Iraqi leader would have 
emboldened other dictators 
and stirred global tensions. 
Brown also sought to distance 
himself from President George 
W. Bush, suggesting their 
relations were “amicable” 
and criticizing the doctrine 
of some members of Bush’s 
administration. 

“I never subscribed to what 
you might call the neo¬ 
conservative proposition that 
somehow, at the barrel of 
a gun, overnight, liberty or 
democracy could be conjured 
up,” Brown told the panel. 

In contrast to Blair’s electric 
evidence, audience members 
yawned and stretched as 
Brown testified — two people 
even left during a morning 
coffee break, leaving empty 
two prized seats earlier 
allocated in a public ballot. 
Brown acknowledged that 
while he had played an 
important role in the Iraq war, 
he had not been invited to 
some key meetings and was 
unaware of the detail of letters 
exchanged between Blair and 
Bush. 

“I had regular conversations 
with Tony Blair and we 
talked about those issues, but 
I do not have copies of those 
letters and I don’t know the 
exact conversation — and he 
wouldn’t expect me to,” he 
said. 

Critics have charged that 
Brown cut military budgets, 
meaning troops lacked 
adequate equipment in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. Gen. 
Michael Walker, a former head 
of the British armed forces, 
said in an earlier hearing that 
the country’s senior military 
chiefs threatened to resign in 
a dispute with Brown in 2004 
over funds. 

Brown told the panel Britain 
spent 8 billion pounds ($12 
billion) on the Iraq war on top 
of annual defense budgets.

People raced into the streets 
in pajamas as a magnitude-6.0 
aftershock struck Concepcion 
shortly before dawn. 

A magnitude-6.6 shock at 
8:47 a.m. (6:47 a.m. EST) 
then rattled buildings for 
nearly a minute. 

It was the strongest aftershock 
since a magnitude-6.9 jolt 
shortly after Saturday’s 
historic quake and it sent 
office chairs spilling from 
upper floor of an already- 
damaged 22-story building. 
Fear of additional damage 
led officials to evacuate some 
patients from the regional 
hospital in downtown 
Concepcion. 

“They sent us all home,” 
said 47-year-old Aaron 
Valenzuela, who hobbled 
through the street because 
four toes had been amputated 
due to an injury he suffered in 
Saturday’s big quake. 

Dr. Patricia Correa, who was 
overseeing the hospital’s 
emergency ward, said her part 
of the five-story building “is 
on the point of collapsing. 
The walls cracked.” 

As a daily curfew meant to 
halt looting expired at noon, 
people flooded into the streets 
of Concepcion and formed 
lines about 100 long behind 
an intermittently functioning 
automatic teller machine, for 


a rare open pharmacy and at a 
comer store. 

A sign at the shop announced 
it was out of flour, water, 
candles, rice, cheese, eggs and 
diapers, though jam, sugar, 
coffee and onions remained. 
U.N. Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon arrived in the 
capital, Santiago, promising 
support for Chile. 

“The Chilean government is 
asking for international aid 
and we will give it,” he said. 
Chile’s U.N. Ambassador 
Heraldo Munoz told a 
press conference at U.N. 
headquarters in New York it’s 
estimated that reconstmction 
“will cost Chile about $30 
billion.” 

Amir Dossal, executive 
director of the U.N. Office 
for Partnerships, said private 
donations have begun to 
arrive, among them $1 million 
from Wal-Mart and $500,000 
from Hewlett Packard. 
President Michelle Bachelet, 
meanwhile, met with her 
successor, Sebastian Pinera, 
and they promised to try to 
avoid letting the March 11 
hand-over of power interrupt 
aid efforts. 

“The new government will 
have an immense challenge,” 
Bachelet said. 

Officials were still stmggling 
to determine the human toll of 
the magnitude-8.8 quake, as 
well as the damage to roads, 
ports and buildings such as 


hospitals. 

Disaster officials announced 
they had double-counted at 
least 271 missing as dead 
in the hardest-hit part of the 
country — an error that would 
drop the official death toll to 
about 540 if there were no 
other mistakes. 

But Interior Department 
officials said that from now 
on, they would release only 
the number of dead who had 
been identified: 279 as of 
Friday. 

The government also said 
Friday it had removed Cmdr. 
Mariano Rojas as head of 
the Navy’s oceanographic 
service over its failure to 
issue a tsunami warning for 
the Pacific immediately after 
Saturday’s quake. 

Port captains in several towns 
issued their own warnings, but 
a national alert never came, 
and some say that failure 
led to deaths. The tsunami is 
believed responsible for much 
of the deaths and damage. 
Bachelet says it will take three 
years to rebuild the region 
wracked by the earthquake 
and tsunami, and that task 
is all too clear to the people 
trying to clean up the ruins of 
their towns. 

In the tourist town of Dichato, 
a few miles north up the coast 
from Concepcion, the quake 
and tsunami killed at least 
19 people and smashed neat 
wooden houses and small 


hotels into huge piles of 
splinters. 

The town of4,000 people stank 
Thursday of decomposing fish 
and a fishing boat marooned 
far inland was full of rotting 
octopus. 

Bachelet’s government had 
made a difference in the town 
before the quake, building 130 
neat mustard-yellow duplexes 
in a public housing project 
that opened in September and 
providing 60 million pesos 
— $120,000 — to restore 
the facades of businesses 
along main street, said Mabel 
Gomez, president of the local 
chamber of commerce. 

But as they rooted through 
the ruins, Dichato’s residents 
said they are pinning their 
hopes for renewal on the 


next president, a conservative 
billionaire. 

“I think he has the ability to do 
it,” said Luis Omar Cid Jara, 
66, whose bakery and roast 
chicken shop were destroyed. 
Pinera, who takes office March 
11, named new governors for 
the six hardest-hit regions and 
told them to get to work even 
before his inauguration. His 
immediate priorities: Find the 
missing; ensure law and order; 
restore utilities; and tend to 
the injured. 

Pinera also stepped up his 
criticism of Bachelet’s 
administration on Thursday, 
knocking “the lack of 
coordination and the 
weaknesses that this tragedy 
has uncovered with brutal 
eloquence.” 
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Somali pirates, security personnel in 4 shootouts

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — 
Signaling a new offensive 
mindset, international military 
officials vowed Friday to 
fight the pirates as swarms 
of Somalis moved into the 
waters off East Africa. Four 
shootouts with pirates showed 
that high-seas attacks are 
intensifying with the end of 
the monsoon season. 

Nearly half the 47 ships 


hijacked off Somalia last year 
were taken in March and April 
— the most dangerous months 
of the year for ships in the Gulf 
of Aden and Indian Ocean. 

In the most serious skirmish 
Friday, six pirates attacked a 
vessel before breaking off and 
chasing the French fishing 
boat Torre Giulia, said Cmdr. 
John Harbour, spokesman for 
the EU Naval Force. 

A French military detachment 
onboard a nearby ship fired

warning shots at the pirates. 
The ship then approached 
the skiff and collided with it, 
sinking the skiff and throwing 
the pirates into the water. Four 
were rescued, but two others 
were missing, Harbour said. 

A spike in attacks is likely 
in the coming weeks, said 
Harbour. This season, though, 
ship owners and sailors are 
more prepared to evade pirates, 
fight back, or they have armed 
security onboard, raising the 
likelihood of violence. 

“We know the monsoon 
is over. We know they’re 
coming. We’re taking the fight 
to the pirates,” said Harbour. 
Crews are successfully 
repelling more attacks, 
making it harder for pirates to 
capture ships and earn multi¬ 
million dollar ransoms. 

In turn, the Somali gangs are 
increasingly turning violent. 
The International Maritime 
Bureau says only seven ships 
were fired on worldwide in 
2004 but that 114 ships were 
fired on last year off the 
Somali coast alone. That’s up 
from 39 incidents off Somalia 
and in the Gulf of Aden in 
2008. 

In a second incident 
Friday, the EU Naval Force 
intercepted a pirate group of 
one mothership and two skiffs 


that had attacked a separate 
French vessel. That attack 
was also repelled by military 
personnel onboard. 

An EU Naval Force helicopter 
tracked the pirates and 
watched them throw a rocket 
launcher, grappling hooks 
and fuel barrels into the 
ocean. The naval force said it 
destroyed the mothership and 
one skiff and took 11 pirates 
into custody. 

In the third and fourth attacks, 
pirates assaulted two Spanish 
tuna fishing boats off the coast 
of Kenya, Spain’s Ministry of 
Defense said. A spokesman 
said the boats had contacted 
Spanish navy forces in the 
area, who dispatched a plane. 
Between the air support and 
the private guards on the boats, 
they repelled the attack. The 
spokesman spoke on condition 
of anonymity because 
government rules don’t allow 
him to be identified. 

Friday’s clashes followed a 
firefight Thursday between 
pirates and private security 
contractors onboard a Spanish 
fishing vessel. The pirates 
hit the ship with a rocket- 
propelled grenade and the 
guards returned fire. No one 
was hurt, but the International 
Maritime Bureau has expressed 
fears that the increased use 


of armed contractors could 
spark an arms race between 
fishermen and pirates, who are 
firing at ships with increasing 
frequency.

The EU Navfor agrees with 
that recommendation because 
we don’t want an escalation 
of firepower,” Harbour said. 
“Also, there are lots of gas and 
oil tankers in the Gulf of Aden 
that wouldn’t benefit from 
grenades and bullets flying 
around.” 

Pirate attacks off East Africa 
have dramatically increased 
over the past three years. 
Somali pirates attacked ships 
217 times in 2009, according 
to the International Maritime 
Bureau. That was up from 111 
attacks in 2008. 

Many ship owners are 
investing in physical defenses 
like stringing razor wire and 
adding fire hoses that can 
hit attackers with streams of 
high-pressure water. Some 
ships are even having electric 
fence-style systems installed. 
Crews have thrown everything 
from oil drums to wooden 
planks at would-be hijackers 
clambering up ladders. Fast 
month a crew played the 
sound of dogs barking over 
an amplifier to frighten off 
attackers.

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Police: USVI senator tried to strangle girlfriend

CHARLOTTE AMALIE, U.S. Virgin Islands 
-A prominent territorial senator was charged 
Friday with pulling a gun on a 19-year-old 
woman and trying to strangle her. 

Senator Adlah “Foncie” Donastorg Jr., 47, 
dropped his head when the judge announced 
he had found probable cause for the charges 
of aggravated assault and battery, third- 
degree assault, brandishing a weapon and 
using a weapon in a crime of violence. 
Donastorg’s attorney, Gordon Rhea, argued 
that someone bribed the woman to make 
the allegations against Donastorg, who ran 
unsuccessfully for governor of the U.S. 
Caribbean territory in 2006 and was chairman 
of the legislature’s finance committee. 

“My client asserts that he is innocent and 
looks forward to a trial at which he will 
prove the charges brought against him are 
false,” Rhea said after the hearing, which 
was attended by Donastorg’s wife. 
Conviction on all the charges would carry a 


penalty of at least eight years in prison. 
Police say a woman they described as 
Donastorg’s girlfriend told them that he 
pulled a gun on her on Jan. 28 and told her 
he would shoot her if she did not leave his 
yard. Police said Donastorg then got into a 
car with the woman and tried to strangle her. 
The woman’s name was not released. 

Detective Deborah Jack testified that the 
victim called her and asked that the charges 
be dropped shortly after officers contacted the 
senator and advised him of the investigation. 
She said police are still investigating 
allegations that the woman received a 
$150,000 bribe to bring false allegations 
against Donastorg. 

Judge Alan Smith ordered Donastorg to give 
up his weapons, despite Rhea’s argument 
that he should keep them because they were 
licensed. 

Donastorg is married and has six children, 
according to the legislature’s Web site.

Stocks rise after better-than-expected jobs report

NEW YORK - Stocks rose 
Friday after the government’s 
employment report showed 
fewer jobs were cut in 
February than expected. 

The Labor Department’s 

monthly report is closely 
watched by investors and is 
seen as the most important 
measure of the economy’s 
health. 

The better-than-expected 
jobs report helped push 

oil and other commodities 
higher. That helped energy 
and material companies 

like ExxonMobil Corp. and 
Chevron Corp. 

Apple Inc. got a big boost as 
well after the company said its 
much-anticipated iPad table 
computer will hit store shelves 
on April 3. 

Employers cut 36,000 jobs last 
month, better than the 50,000 
cuts forecast by economists 
polled by Thomson Reuters. 
The unemployment rate 
held steady at 9.7 percent. 
Economists were expecting it 
to rise to 9.8 percent. 

Friday’s gains, which followed 
a late-day rally on Thursday, 
suggests that investors are 
optimistic the U.S. economy 
is improving. Though 
employers aren’t yet adding 
full-time staff, jobs growth 
is fundamental to a recovery 
because it puts money in more 
workers pockets, allowing 
them to increase spending. 
“We haven’t won the game 
yet,” said James Meyer, chief 
investment officer at Tower 
Bridge Advisors. “We’re 
just getting back to neutral. 
You can’t get from negative 
to positive without crossing 
zero.” 

In afternoon trading, the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
rose 82.76, or 0.8 percent, 
to 10,526.90. The Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index gained 
11.34, or 1 percent, to 


1,134.31, while the Nasdaq 
composite index added 26.74, 
or 1.2 percent, to 2,319.05. 
About five stocks rose for 
every one that fell on the 
New York Stock Exchange, 
where volume came to 430.8 
million shares, compared with 
424.1 million at the same time 
Thursday. 

Signs of future jobs growth 
were encouraging in the report. 
Temporary workers, which 
are often seen as a precursor 
to employers adding full-time 
staff, rose 48,000 last month. 
Average hourly earnings rose 
by 3 cents to $22.46. 

Analysts say Thursday’s 
productivity report also 
provided positive signs about 
future jobs growth heading 
into the jobs report. Worker 
productivity rose by 6.9 
percent in the fourth quarter. 
Employers can only squeeze 
so much production out of 
current workers before they 
need to add more staff, said 
Michael Cannivet, portfolio 
manager at Palo Capital. 

The Labor Department 
wouldn’t quantify if severe 
snowstorms that pummeled 
the East Coast last month 
had any impact on the report. 
Economists estimated before 
the report that the storms 
could inflate job losses by 
100,000 or more. 

Jerry Harris, president and 
chief investment officer 
at Sterne Agee Asset 
Management, said March’s 
results could be even better 
because the bad weather likely 
negatively affected February’s 
data. 

Energy companies were 
among the biggest winners on 
the day as oil rose about 1.7 
percent to $81.61 a barrel. 
Chevron shares rose $1.14 to 
$74.22, while ExxonMobil 
rose 99 cents to $66.39. 

Apple surged $8.02, or 3.8 
percent, to $218.73. 
Meanwhile, bond prices fell 


on signs of the improving 
economy. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note, which moves opposite 
its price, rose to 3.69 percent 
from 3.61 percent late 
Thursday. 

The dollar fell against other 
major currencies, while gold 


rose. 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies rose 10.55, 
or 1.6 percent, to 663.02. 
Overseas markets rose on the 
U.S. jobs report, and after a 
successful bond sale by debt- 
burdened Greece. Budget and 
debt problems in Greece have 


dogged the markets in recent 
months. 

Britain’s FTSE 100 rose 1.3 
percent, Germany’s DAX 
index gained 1.4 percent, and 
France’s CAC-40 rose 2.1 
percent. Japan’s Nikkei stock 
average surged 2.2 percent. 


Unemployment rate unchanged as 36K jobs lost

WASHINGTON - The unemployment rate 
held at 9.7 percent in February as employers 
shed 36,000 jobs, fewer than expected. 
The figures suggested the job market is 
slowly healing but that significant hiring 
has yet to occur. The Labor Department 
wouldn’t quantify how the snowstorms 
that hammered the East Coast last month 
affected job losses. Economists said the 
storms probably inflated job losses but by 
less than predictions of 100,000 or more. 
Without the storms, the economy likely 
would have seen a net jobs gain in February 
for only the second time since the recession 
began two years ago. 

Doubts about last month’s data arose 
because the snowstorms occurred on the 
same week that the government surveys 


businesses about their payrolls. Employees 
who couldn’t make it to work and weren’t 
paid weren’t included on those payrolls. 

“It looks like the impact of weather was not 
as large as we thought it would be,” said 
Marisa DiNatale, an economist at Moody’s 
Economy.com. 

Some economists said the data suggest 
that the job market is now pointed in the 
right direction and that the unemployment 
rate may have peaked. Nigel Gault, chief 
economist at IHS Global Insight, said 
private employers will likely add jobs in 
March and continue to generate jobs for the 
rest of the year. Still, hiring is likely to be 
weak for much of that time. The recession 
eliminated about 8.4 million jobs. And it 
takes 100,000 new jobs per month just to 
keep up with population growth and keep 
the unemployment rate from rising. 




























Bears sign Peppers, but few spending sprees in NH

Junior on tho pole 
for Atlanta race

HAMPTON, Ga. - Dale Earnhardt Jr. is on the pole for 
the first time in nearly two years. He’s hoping it will 
lead to Victory Lane. 

Earnhardt claimed the pole Friday night for the Kobalt 
Tools 500 at Atlanta Motor Speedway with a blistering 
speed of 192.761 mph. It will be the first time Junior 
has taken green at the head of a Sprint Cup field since 
the April 2008 race at Texas. 

“It’s good to be on the pole and I’m real proud of it,” 
Earnhardt said. “Getting a pole anywhere is good for 
our team. We’re so hungry to do well on Sunday.” 

He’s coming off a miserable season in which he failed 
to win a race, cracked the top 10 only five times, 
led a mere 146 laps in 36 races and finished 25th in 
the overall standings — despite racing for Hendrick 
Motorsports, the best team in the business.

A career-high 18 
interceptions in 2009 and 23 
in his final 12 games did in 
Delhomme. 

Coach John Fox twice welled 
up with tears in explaining the 
decision, which came despite 
the fact Carolina still owes 
Delhomme more than $12.5 
million in guaranteed money. 
“He’s done some great things 
for this team.

Could Pacquiao be done with boxing after ClotteyP

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 
frantic ferocity of Manny 
Pacquiao’s training camps 
at the stuffy Wild Card Gym 
clearly indicate he feels every 
fight could be his last. 

This time around, Pacquiao 
knows he really might be 
done with boxing — for a 
while at least. 

Pacquiao is training in 
Hollywood for his March 13 
fight against Joshua Clottey 
while simultaneously running 
for a congressional seat in his 
native Philippines. It’s the 
latest move in his exhaustive 
quest apparently to become 
all things to all people in a 
homeland that already has 
embraced him as a boxing 
champion, a commercial 
pitchman, a movie star, a 
singer and its most famous 
person. 

But if he beats Clottey on 
March 13 and then gets 

elected eight weeks later, as many expect, how can he 
balance a burgeoning political career with the months 
of intense training necessary for a former flyweight 
to survive bigger opponents such as Miguel Cotto, 
Oscar De La Hoya and Clottey? 

“I don’t know, but I can still fight,” the 31-year- 
old Pacquiao said Wednesday while getting his 
hands wrapped in a cramped back room. “Boxing is 
different than politics. Politics is more in service. ... 
I want to be a good public servant. I want to help 
people.” 

Promoter Bob Arum understands the lure of public 
service after working as a lawyer in the Justice 
Department during the Kennedy administration, but 
Pacquiao’s determination to join Congress at the 
height of his athletic career is perplexing to the man 
who shepherded Pacquiao from obscurity. 

“I can’t figure it out,” Arum said. “I tried very lightly 
to dissuade him this time. I know people around him 
have tried also. He’s determined to do it.” 

If Pacquiao is elected this spring after his bout in 
Dallas, trainer Freddie Roach and Arum have come 
to terms with the possibility that the combination of 
Pacquiao’s political responsibilities and his struggle 
to land a megafight with Floyd Mayweather Jr. could 
keep him out of the ring for a while — perhaps 
permanently. 

“It could be our last fight, sure,” Roach said. “I don’t 
think it will, but it could definitely work out that 
way.” 


Pacquiao (50-3-2, 38 KOs), generally considered 
the world’s top pound-for-pound fighter, will meet 
Clottey (35-3, 21 KOs) at Cowboys Stadium in front 
of a huge crowd lured by Pacquiao’s star power and 
reasonably priced tickets — a bonus that particularly 
appeals to Pacquiao, who rose from abject poverty to 
the pinnacle of his sport. 

Arum said Pacquiao feels deeply compelled to give 
back to his country for his good fortune. Even after 
giving away millions of his boxing winnings to 
charities, family, friends and strangers who stand 
outside his house in the Philippines waiting days to 
catch a glimpse of him, he seems to believe the best 
way is through elected office — even if many of his 
Filipino fans apparently disagree. 

]He failed in an attempt to win a congressional seat 
in May 2007, losing by a lopsided margin. His latest 
run, which will be decided in the Philippines’ general 
election on May 10, has a much better chance 
of succeeding, according to Arum and political 
observers. 

“He’s lived in the U.S., and he’s seen how people 
live here, and the relative affluence here,” Arum 
said. “As a caring individual, that has to upset him. 
He genuinely wants to make a difference in those 
people’s lives, and I guess he thinks politics is how 
to do that.” 

Roach has risen along with Pacquiao to the top of 
his profession, but he would rather see his greatest 


fighter leave at his apex than on a decline. Roach 
also realizes a fighter of Pacquiao’s stature has little 
to gain beyond money, unless he finds an opponent 
worthy of his skills. 

“I did have a discussion with Manny about it,” Roach 
said over the shouts of his brother, Pepper, ordering 
somebody to move a car that’s blocking a spot in the 
Wild Card’s minuscule parking lot. “We didn’t come 
up with an answer. It’s more about the opponents. If 
Mayweather beats (Sugar Shane) Mosley and then 
won’t fight Manny, who else is there? (A third fight 
with) Juan Manuel Marquez? Maybe Edwin Valero? 
People really want to see Manny-Mayweather.” 
Mayweather and Pacquiao have tried to avoid talking 
about each other while preparing for their respective 
spring bouts, but the fight still is the favorite topic 
in every boxing conversation. Their negotiations 
fell apart over Mayweather’s insistence on extra- 
stringent drug testing, a stance interpreted by Arum 
and others as a reluctance to take on Pacquiao. 
Roach still wants to see the fight come together 
later this year. Indeed, Arum agrees Congressman 
Pacquiao still would be able to train, noting the 
Filipino legislative body meets in July and adjourns 
until the end of the year. 

“If he gets elected, I’m sure he’ll still get time off for 
training camp,” Roach said. “The government shuts 
down when he fights anyway. The terrorists call a 
treaty and stop fighting. I think I could get him away 
for eight weeks.”

rules out Wilders 

Fabour councillors in the Hague are working towards 
forming a new executive with the two Fiberal parties 
VVD and D66 and the left-wing greens GroenFinks, the 
Telegraaf reports on Friday. 

Despite losing five seats, Fabour remains the biggest party 
in the Hague, where Geert Wilders’ anti-Islam party PVV 
was second. 

Campaign leader Jeltje van Nieuwenhoven told reporters 
that ‘based on party programmes, it will be very difficult to 
work with the PVV’.

Government has to act on new tariffs, 
concession for GEBE 

~ March 31 loan deadline looms ~ 


PHILIPSBURG-The Island Government will 
have to decide on a new tariff structure and 
concession for utility company GEBE before 
March 31, for the company to avoid being in 
default of its loan with Pacific Life and incurring 
hefty penalty fees. 

Managing Director William Brooks and an 
energy consultant from KEMA briefed the 
Executive Council Thursday on the proposed 
new tariff structure that would replace the 
50-year-old structure with which GEBE 
currently operates. While Brooks outlined the 
results of intense cooperative work between a 
government task force and GEBE, the urgency 
to have the tariffs and concession for GEBE was 
emphasised to the Executive Council. 

By agreement with its lender Pacific Life, GEBE 
and by extension the Island Government had to 
ensure that a new concession for the company 
would be in place by January 31, one year prior 
to the expiration of the current concession. 
Realising that this was not going to be 
achievable, a delegation led by Commissioner 
in charge of energy Theo Heyliger travelled to 
California on December 22 to meet with Pacific 
Life to request an extension of the January 31 
deadline. Heyliger was joined by GEBE board 
chairman Julius Lambert, interim Managing 
Director at the time Paul Marshall and a legal 
representative. 

The delegation was successful in securing an 
extension, but only until March 31. The onus 
now lies with the Executive Council to grant 
GEBE its concession before March 31. The new 
tariffs have to be included in this concession and 


both will have to go to the Central Committee 
and ultimately be ratified by the Island Council. 
Pacific Life will not maintain an agreement 
with GEBE without risk protection and, in all 
likelihood, will start issuing penalty-fees if 
March 31 passes without a concession in place. 
Brooks and the KEMA consultant explained that 
the basis of the new tariff structure was to make 
electricity billing less sensitive to fluctuations in 
the worldwide price of oil, by operating with a 
fixed base rate. This base rate will also consider 
GEBE’s operational cost, projected investments, 
etc. Abase rate will also negate dramatic swings 
in the fuel clause if the price of fuel rises or 
drops. In other words, consumers will be billed 
much closer to what they actually use per month. 
The Executive Council, among other things, also 
was provided with a history lesson regarding the 
tariff structure from 1960 and what had happened 
in 2004 when GEBE started billing the fuel 
clause based on the use of less-expensive fuel. 
GEBE believed the message and presentation 
had been well received by government and 
hopes to move forward soon with the tariffs and 
concession.

The PvdA remained the 
biggest party in Amsterdam 
by some way, partly due to 74 
percent of Moroccans voting 
for the social democrats. 
Among Ghanaians, a big 
group in the Zuidoost 
district, the figure was 
even 88 percent. Among 
Surinamese and Antilleans, 
the PvdA ‘only’ won 53 
percent, De Volkskrant 
reported yesterday. It gave 
no figures for Turks. 

The PvdA was as always the 
biggest party in Amsterdam 
by a long way. But it 
did drop to 28.9 percent 
from 39.4 percent. The 
conservatives (VVD) won 
some ground (17.1 percent), 


as did the leftwing Greens 
(GroenLinks), to 15.2 
percent, while the Socialist 
Party (SP) vote was halved to 
7.4 percent. Centre-left D66 
climbed to 14.8 percent from 
4.1 percent in Amsterdam. 

In 2006, the immigrant vote 
for PvdA was even higher 
at 80 percent, with only 
GroenLinks and SP picking 
up a few crumbs. This time 
around, D66 was also a 
competitor. The turnout 
in Amsterdam among 
immigrants was similar to 
four years earlier, ranging 
from 46 percent among 
Turks to 26 percent among 
Surinamese and Antilleans.

Fernandez de la Vega dijo que por el pedido de 
Espana “no debe haber lugar ni espacio para 
la polemica porque todos estamos obligados a 
colaborar y siempre desde el respeto debido a 
las instituciones, a la justicia, a nuestro pais”.

El ministro del Interior espanol, Alfredo Perez 
Rubalcaba, ha pedido tambien al Gobiemo de 
Chavez que ayude a los jueces a investigar la 
relacion entre ETA y las FARC. 

“Para esa investigacion necesitamos la 
colaboracion de Venezuela y eso si se le puede 
pedir rotundamente al Gobierno venezolano”, 
dijo Rubalcaba en una entrevista en la televisora 
espanola TVE. 

“Tienen que colaborar con la justicia espanola 
puesto que el asunto es de una gravedad 
importante”, agrego Rubalcaba, quien 
aconsejo al mismo tiempo evitar comentarios 
incriminatorios contra Venezuela. 


Protestan en Mexico por 
muerte de disidente cubano 

MEXICO (AP) - Un gmpo de mexicanos protesto el 
viernes frente a la sede de la embajada cuba en contra 
el gobierno cubano por la muerte del disidente Orlando 
Zapata y en demanda de la libertad de otros cubanos que 
consideran presos politicos. 

Unas 100 miembros del llamado Frente Civico “Orlando 
Zapata Tamayo” de apoyo a la Resistencia Cubana se 
manifestaron frente a la embajada cubana, de cuyo interior 
varias personas reaccionaron en su contra. 

“Estamos hartos, no podemos permitir que en este siglo 
XXI se sigan llevando atropellos contra el pueblo cubano, 
queremos que se respeten los derechos humanos”, dijo 
Miguel Hernandez, del Frente Civico. 

Los manifestantes gritaban consignas contra el regimen 
cubano y alzaban pancartas con una fotografia del 
disidente y la leyenda “Orlando Zapata Tamayo, asesinado 
por reclamar derechos humanos”. 

Detras de la reja que separa la representacion diplomatica 
de la calle, mas de 30 personas, respondian a los 
manifestantes con gritos de apoyo a Cuba al tiempo de 
alzar banderas de la isla y una imagen del ex presidente 
Fidel Castro. 

Policias formaron una valla para impedir que los 
manifestantes se acercaran a la reja de la embajada. 
Tampoco permitieron a la prensa acercarse, por lo 
que no fue posible averiguar si eran funcionarios de la 
representacion diplomatica quienes defendian a Cuba.

GUATEMALA (AP) - La secretaria de estado 
norteamericana Hillary Rodham Clinton dijo 
que el narcotrafico es uno de los principales 
problemas de la region centroamericana y 
se comprometio a aumentar la ayuda para 
combatir el flagelo. 

“La seguridad es un reto principal, es por 
eso que a traves de la Iniciativa de Seguridad 
Regional Centroamericana (CARSI, 
en ingles) vamos a combatir el crimen 
organizado, pandillas transnacionales y 
el trafico de drogas”, dijo Clinton en una 
conferencia de prensa conjunta con el 
presidente guatemalteco Alvaro Colom. 
Guatemala, la ultima escala en una gira 
por America Latina, atraviesa un escandalo 
provocado por el arresto del jefe de la 
policia bajo acusaciones de robar cocaina a 
los carteles de la droga y revenderla a otras 
organizaciones criminales. 

Es el segundo jefe policial que cae en relacion 
con delitos de narcotrafico en menos de un 


ano. 

Clinton se reunira tambien con los 
presidentes de El Salvador, Honduras, Costa 
Rica, Belice, Republica Dominicana y el 
ministro de economia de Panama. 

“Uno de los motivos por los que aprecio 
la invitacion del presidente Colom a los 
presidentes centroamericanos es que 
podremos tener una charla en profundidad 
de que quieren en terminos de ayuda y como 
podemos ayudar a sus esfuerzos”, dijo. 

“Quiero estar segura que lo que Estados 
Unidos ha hecho es lo que los presidentes 
consideran el mejor acercamiento”, apunto. 
Dijo que la necesidad de apoyar mas a 
Centroamerica surge de que el combate al 
trafico de drogas en Colombia y Mexico 
ha provocado un aumento en el consumo y 
el trafico de drogas asi como la violencia 
asociada a estos en Centroamerica, una 
region ubicada entre esos dos paises.
